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Rome, February 3. 


HE Earthquake that was felt in 

this City on the 14th of January, 

did more damage here than was at 

firft taken notice of, for,the Colle- 

ium Romanum was much _fhat- 

ter'd,as alfo thePalace of Monte Citorio; the 
Front of the Church of St. Charles, one of 
the fineft in Rome, was broken and fpoil’d, 
the Steeple of St. Peter and the Church of 
St. Gregory fuffer'd likewife, and abundance 
of Chimneys were fhaken down: Yet no 
Perfon was kill’d: But the Mifchief done in 
the Ecclefiaftical State was very confiderable, 
The Towns of Norcia, Cereto, Cafcia, Vifla, 
Tripontio, Caffel Vecchio, Monte Ruffo, 
le Corone pie di Valle, le Preci, Rieti, Spo- 
lete, la Pofta di Regno, and other Places of 
lef Note, were almoft entirely thrown down, 
and moft of their Inhabitants overwhelm’d 
in the Ruins. The lictle Town of Civita 
Ducale was wholly fwallow’d up with all 
the Inhabirants, and the place where it 
ftood is now become a Lake, the Water of 
which is of a reddifh Colour and ftinking. 
A Mountain that ftood not far from it fplit 
in two, and the Sciflure is feveral Paces 
wide. The like happend to another Moun- 
tain near Leonefia. The Number of People 
that periih’d, is computed to be 30000; ae 
the Publick Lofs in Houfes, Churches, and 
other Edifices, is invaluable: The Apofto- 
lica! Chamber alone lofes an annual Revenue 
of above 40000 Crowns.To appeafe the Wrath 
of Heaven, to which all thefe Ills are attri- 
buted, the Pope eftablifh’d a new Jubilee of 
15 Days, (which was open’d on Sunday the 
21ft) with Plenary Indulgence for 7 Years. 
Since which the Churches are continually 
crowded , the Monks preach Repentance 
at the Corners of every Street, and the 
Confeffors are perpetually employ’d. And 
allthe Courtifanes are forbidden to admit 
any Man into their Lodgings, and warn’d 
hot to appear at Church on Penalty of being 
fined 50 Crown of Gold : Which Orders ha- 
ving reduc’d moft of them to want, the Pope 
has order’d a Sum of Money to be diftributed 
among them for their Support. On the 29th 
Ul, a Congregation of State was held to 
confult of Affifting the furviving Inhabitants, 
‘of thofe Places that were ior | in which it 
wasrefoiv’d, that all the Monks of thofe Con- 
vents which are rendred uninhabitable, fhall 


be brought to this City ; and that the Nuns 
whofe Cloyfters have fuffer'd in like manner, 
fhall be fent to Perugia, Spoleti and other 
Places ; and alfo that Money and Provifions 
fhall be fent to the Inhabitants, who are 
brought to Poverty,by the Lofs of their Houfes 
and Effedts ; and that their Towns fhall be ex- 
empted from all Impoftsand Gabels. Yefterday 
we had another Shog which damag’d feveral 
Palaces,Churches, and that of St.Peter and the 
Vatican among others, part of the Cetifeo,/the 
Remains of an Amphitheatre built by Vefpa- 
fian) was thrown down. ‘The Pope has 
order’d fome Officers to vifit the Shops of the 
Painters, Statuarys and others, 2nd to con- 
fifcate all the Paintings and Statues that are 
indecent and expos'd to the View of the Pu- 
blick ; and has causd two Edié@s to be 
publifh'd, one forbidding Women to learn 
to Sing or Play on any Initrument; and the 
other commanding thofe Maids that are to

Falmouth, Feb.22. Yefterday Morning a 
Flufhing Privateer call’d the Pheenix,brought 
in here two French Prizes, the Providence 
of Breft of 150 Tons 18 Men laden with 
Iron and Planks, and the other called the 
Judith of Rochford coming from the North ; 
at the fame time came in the Rye Galley 
with a French Privateer of 14 Guns and 80 
Men, which fhe took near Mounts Bay;

other taken. 

Plymouth, Feb. 23. This Afternoon was 
fent in here a French Privateer of St. Malos, 
and at the fame time came in the Chafer 


of Amfterdam from Penfilvania, being a re- 


taken Ship; the Adventure from Bofton 
Thomas Dudley Mafter ; the Elizabeth and 
Katharine of and for London from Chefter ; 
the Concord of Dort from Dublin ; the John 
and Francis from New-England. Juft now 
came in the Medway Man of War with 


a French Privateer of 22 Guns and 140 


Men. 

This day was brought in 


here by a fimall Privateer of London call’d 


the Swift, James Crawfield Mafter, a Danifh 


Ship of 150 Tons, call’d the Arms of Co- 


ningsberg, laden with Salt and Brandy from 


St. Martin.
